Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.84(h)(5) because Figure 6 show(s) 
modified forms of construction in the same view 

The drawings are further objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bottom with a 
flattened shape of claims 8 and 20 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the Immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the Invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it Is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim{s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. There is no description of how the pump operates. The detailed description 
must be amended in response to this office action to include a patent number of a 
regenerative fuel pump which discloses how the impeller pumps fluid from the Inlet to 
the outlet. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. British patent 886,142 shows a pumping channel (12) with a 
lower section having a rounded bottom and an upper section including a pair of straight 
walls that are coupled to the lower section.
